of un-empioyment in New York City and at the sameUme 
assist the fanners of the state in securing needed help is mler- 
estin«- but it is to he doubled thai-it will prove as practicable 
as could be desired. The plan is to gather the .unemployed, 
men and women, and ship them to the rural districts, where 
they will be distributed among the farmers as hired men and 
domestics.

11 
is a new thing. It affords an opportunity for men who know 
little or nothing about farm work lo make an excursion into 
the country, where, whatever happens, they will be well led 
and given an opportunity to try their hand at the homely and 
hard tasks of the farm, of which many of them are as ignorant 
as they are of Latin.

as a means of relieving a troublous situation at both ends ol 


One of the greatest mistakes of those unfamiliar wit h ag- 


riculture is the belief that a farm hand docs not necessarily 
need to know much. They think if a man has big muscles he 
is equipped for farm work, but this is not the case by any 
means 
Physical strength is a desirable thing on the farm 


where there is constant and abundant opportunity for ils 
profitable exercise, but something more is needed. 
A good 


farm hand must not only like his work, but he must have had 
experience 
The farmer has to.know how lo do more dillerenl 


kinds of work than do men in any other occupation. He must 
be at home with the horses, the'cows and other farm amma s, 
knowing how to feed and handle them properly; he must be 
familiar"with the use of an almost inlinilc variety ol tools and 
implements, and he must be willing lo pursue the daily task 
without slopping to reflect on the desirability ol short hours 
and big pay, neither of which is enjoyed on the farm by tiie 
employes or the proprietor himself. 


These are among the things that the New York contingent 


will learn if it slays' on Ihe farms for any length of tipie. And 
it is lo be feared'that by the lime it is learned most of them 
will be back in the city.
